Associate Professor atrMac 
Honored for Barley R^fdrch 



Dr. Emile A. Lods, associate pro- 
fessor of agronomy at MacDonald 
College, was honored for his out- 
standing work on barley research. 

Dr. Lods, back from Winnipeg 
where he was presented with two 
cheques, for $2,000 and $5,000, in 
recognition -of a third of a century's 
patient investigation, today told the 
story' of his achievement in an in- 
terview. 

The first crosses in connection 
wUh barley breeding experiments 
were made at the college in 1912, 
and the work towards obtaining 
barley with smooth awns or beards 
started in 1016. 

Dr. Lods look over direction of 
cereal breeding at the college in 
1920. Many crosses were made 
utilizing as one of the parent stocks 
a smooth awn, barley from Europe, 
which was black and of poor pro- 
ductivity. . 

Test after lest -was conducted, 
lookhig to a barley of high pro- 



ductivity and strong straw. In Ihc 
1930'8 the Investigators .began to 
achieve marked results and by 
1D40 they were ready to- say "this 
is it." 

Mailing tests' were conducted in 
Winnipeg . and' after five more 
years Montcalm barley, the first 
smooth; awn malting barley,, was 
felease'd. ' Its success was so sensa- 
tional that Rraln dealers, private 
producers and seed growers joined 
with the malting industry in a 
ceremony to honor Professor Lods. 
He was then presented y/i\h the 

©urlng' the* third of a century's 
research other improved cereals 
were introduced, such as Byng bar- 
ley, Dtjllard red clover, Laurcntian 
swedes, Algonquin corn and Rox- 
ton oats; Plant breedings experi- 
ments are being continued at the 
college, -with the idea of scuring 
incr.isinsly higher productivity of 
cereals for the world's growing 
and largely- hungry population.

Saskatoon— (CUP) —The Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan's Debating 
Directorate last Thursday sponsored 
an open meeting (o give Dr. Jan\es 
Endicott. secretary of the Canadian 
Pèace'..ÇouncIl, »n\ opportunity . to 
address interested members of the 
student body. 

Although the speech received lit 
tie advance publicity, more than 
200 students jammed into the room 
to listen to the words of the famous 
Stalin Prlz t^ ij tonM,-^. 

Dr. EndleolP^id' he wished to 
stimulate thought and discussion 
about, the question of stopping the 
Korean War. He then gave an 
affirmaUve argument for the reso- 
lution "that now is the Ume for a 
cease-fii^foj^Korea;" . saying lie 
would'lepve^rther debate on the 
topic to interested students. 

Dr. Endicott argued that the 
Korean war should be stopped how, 
and that prboners should be held 
until that issue can be agreed upon. 
He advocated that a compromise 
should bfe forced , on the Chinese, 
by agreeing to deliver the prison- 
ers according to the regulations of 
international'law, and then letting 
the ones who wished to remain in 
SouUi Koref escape before they 
were taken back to the repratriation 
zone. 

The fonher United Church mis- 
sionary claimed that "it seems' to 
be the cohsidered opinion of most 
of the people in the .world, and, of 
the majority of the governments in 
the United .Nations, that (he war 
should be stopped."

In brief, we are not' 
fascists, communists, ' money-gnibbing capi- 
talists, anti-religious atheists or fanatical 
anarchists. ' 
Since tliis column began, we have covered 
' apst every conceivable topic of interest 
even at that we have left out many). 
^ y e said at the beginning of the year, the 
^!5ïy Tower Concerns itself with vital- issues' 
happening outside our campus (and with all 
but one exception, wc have kept to thi.s 
policy) ; i.^sues that are of great importance 
in the world wc will soon be occupying. We 
h.-wc not always agreed completely with one 
another, yet - our basic philosophy has re- 
mained fairly constant. If we have been in- 
formative, amusing,, thought-provoking or 
*imply interesting, then wc arc happy. If we 
have made any enemies through this bi- 
weekly column, then wc arc indeed sorry. 

Since the problem of communist expansion 

has been thn chief i.?.sue thrniighout the world, 
and since many of nur .articles have been con- 
cerned with this concept, permit one last 
generalization on this subject.

peace and security, simply because it is not 
our idea of "a way of' life.-" It is a doctrine 
of government which is^against our system of 
democracy, but to abstractly fight against it 
because wc don't agree with ;t, is the same as 
railing a man lazy because hi.s skin is not the 
same colour as our own. Wc must admit that, 
whether we like it or not, communism is here 
to stay for a long timp. It is a painfully 
simple fact that for some people in the world, 
rommunism is a nccMsary way. bf^life. Al- 
though today's system of communism is not 
that which Marx spoke of, it is à strong-going 
Jbnccrn under the thumb of Stalin. 

In the final analysis, what filln a man's 
stomach is what is gond for that man. It is 
unfortunate, but Ciiiang Kai-shek-and demo- 
. cracy never fed ihe Chinese people. Com- 
munism could never . satisfy our appetites, 
but it can forisome^people, at least untilj^ 
are able to KanBle'the big job' of free-'enler^' 
prise and democratic government. 

And while we may dimly recognize the in- 
trinsic value that, communism may have for 
some people, we should remember ihàt our 
democracy is far from perfect, and it is far 
more important for us to improve democracy 
rather than name-call communism. The in- 
dividual who positively criticizes democracy 
is a better citizen than the individual who 
negatively critizcs communism. Witch- 
hunting, '\V'inchell name-calling and Mc- 
Carthy ism' is not to be thought of lightly. 
It 'is a violent indictment of our ignorance in 
tliinking that anyone who has their doubts 
ahout tiic perfection of democracy is favour- 
inp tl>c overthrow of llic government. 

l lii.-: is the end of the line. We thank 
editor Dave Grier for his patience and advice, 
and wc also recognize the - constructivp 
opinions that some of our contemporaries 
gave the Ivory Tower. For Mr. Shcppard 
and myself, the door closes on the problems 
of tlic Ivory Tower, and opens on the prob- 
Irms of scliola.^tic material. Wc rarncstly 
hope, that the door to the Tower will open 
again next October with greater success and 
popularity.

'Produce JVlore'-r Go Broke 
Agricultural Economist Argues

Macdonald College, .Que.— "Pro- 
duce More . . . And Go Broke!" 

Such was the Jtheme , otij*»*»; 
hibition booitf'érèctéd by^'grlciii- 
tural Economis students at the 
College Royal— winter fair— here 
earlier this week. 

A paradox? Perhaps. A true 
statement none the less, they claim, 
pointing to expanding foreign mar- 
kets and not Increased productton 
as the first need ot Canada's agri- 
cultural Industry. 

The booth, which attracted con- 
sidérable attention depicted on one 
side technical sclentUts working for 
increased production and eoneen- 
tratlnc on the production side of 
the picture while, on the other, 
trade barrlen make for a glutted 
local market and reduced farm in- 
come. 

As Agricultural Economics stu- 
dent Irwin Teltcr explains It: "We 
want to show that trade outlets are 
blocked by import quotas, tariffs 
and dollar shortages and the domes- 
tic market absorbs only so much of 
the produce and can be expanded 
but slightly while the concentration 
Is on Increasing our output per man 
and per acre."

woriera^Vworld over would re- 
ceive the true value for their 
labors." 

The agricultural economist, Tel- 
fer observes, "cannot decide — he 
can only advise oh such matters."
